THE DECATUB GAS-LIGHT AND COKE CO. 
This important industry of the city 


was established by an incorporated 
company in 1868, with the capital 
stock fixed at $100,000. The plant is 
located on the corner of Jackson and 
Wood streets. The works are sap- 
plied with two tanks, having the unit- 
ed capacity of containing fifty-two 
thousand feet of gas. The works 
also haTe two generators, two scrub- 
bers, two boilers and engines, and a 
complete outfit of coal gas. 


There is now laid twelve miles of 


street mains. 


Within the last few years a large 


amount of capital has been spent in 
improving and repairing, to place the 
works in first-class order. The ma- 
chinery at the plant is in the best 
condition, and within the coming 
year the street main repairs will be 
complete. 


As it may be of interest to the 


reader to know the method of gener- 
ating gas, we will give a brief state- 
ment of the process. The raw coal 
is placed in a receiver where it passes 
through a steaming process, and 
from thence to a generator where 
naphtha and steam is thoroughly in- 
termingled with the gaseous mixture. 
From this receptacle it is conducted 
to what is called the scrubber, where 
it is washed aad cleansed, thence to 
the purifiers where it comes in con- 
tact with wood-burnt lime and passes 
through the process of purification. 
It is then drawn off into the tanks or 
holders, when it is stored for the con- 
sumers' use. 


A word of information to its pat- 


rons might not be ont of place here. 
Every gas consumer should learn to 
read his gas meter; this saves the 
gas company much time and vexa- 
tion. It is thought by some that a 
meter can be set ahead. This is as 
impossible as it would be to brpak an 
egg and then restore it back to i!s 
original perfection. It is the exoress- 
ed desire of the company, if at any 
time, gas fixtures get out of order 
that they be notified at once, when it 
will be their pleasure to remedy the 
defect. 
B. J. Stratton is the efficient sup- 


erintendent of the works. J. K. 
Warren is presidert of the company, 
and B. K. Dnrfee, secretary. 


I.SON, QIPSON & COMPANY. 


This firm is engaged in the manu- 


facture of sash, doors, blinds, wooden 
mantels, etc. and makes a specialty 
of stair work. The factory is situated 
on the corner of Cerro Gordo and 
Broadway streets, and its establish- 
ment dates from the spring of 1877. 
The main building is two stories, 54 
by 56 feet; besides there ore two 
ware houses, each about 20 by 50 feet 
in dimensions. These are situated 
on the W abash railway track, con- 
venient for shipping purposes. The 
business occupies 31,500 square feet 
of ground. 


The machine department ia sup- 


plied with two planes, and all other 
necessary machinery for rapid and 
first-class work. In the busy season, 
upwards of twenty men are given em- 
ployment, and the annual manufac- 
tured product is estimated at about 
150,000.

DesiBrlptlow of » Visit to the Cholera Hos- 


pital attlio Spanish Capital. 


The first wards we entered were tho=9 


of the convalescents. The}- consisted 
of two large, light and airy rooms, 
beautifully clean as, indeed, the whole 
of the hospital was), in the first of 
which were about six or seven men sit- 
ting about and seemingly doing nothing 
but passing the time away by chatting, 
Thi^- looked to me quite well, though 
mostly very thia. It was a novel sight 
to see so many poor Spaniards in so re- 
markable a state of cleanliness. I ex- 
peot it was the only part of their treat- 
ment they lound unpleasant—the baths. 
There is no door between the men's and 
women's wurds, and we merely had to 
step through a doorway innocent of cnr- 
taiii or anything. 
I saw just about 


tbe same 'number of women, some 
of them, poor things, looking very 
ill indeed. Their faces were not pale-. 
but thin and drawn. 
One pleasant- 


looking girl I asked how she was. "Very 
tired, 'very weak, but getting bolter.'1 


If it had not been for the assurance of 
the nurse, I should have thought she 
was dying. 
Ho said that in one or two 


daj sat most all these cases would be 
(lis'chargt'd. Just as 1 was about to 
leave the ward, in came a sister with 
the afternoon's chocolate. lf was worth 
while to see the way in which she was 
welcomed. 
The 
patients adore the 


good sisters, and not without a reason. 
Before leaving the convalescent ward I 
WHS shown a poor little fellow whose 
father and only brother has been swept 
away by the disease, and tho little chap 
left "alone. 
His mother had long been 


dead. The buy seemed quite a pet in 
the ward, nnd'was evidently well satis- 
lied with his present quarters. 


Coming out of tlie ward, we turned 


sharp round to the left and entered room 
No. 2. This was a long, narrow room, 
along one side of which were ranged 
twenty beds, each one tenanted by a 
man. 
Thenu were bad cases, and all 


seemed in quite a stupor. 
One thing I 


must not omit to notice. 
On entering 


this ward I luul removed my hat. 
One 


man, who seemed in the last stage_ of 
exhaustion, and who was lying (-taring 
at us with fixed, glassy eye.-, blunly 
and with a painful effort raised his hand 
to his head, and took oil'a sort of skull 
cap he was -wearing.

people to the last. 
Three or four beds 


further on I noticed, close together, 
two 
beds, in which were 
tlie two 


worst cases. The men were a terrible 
sight. Their lips were the color of old 
parchment, their eyes closed, seemingly 
unconscious, and dreadfully, terribly 
thin. 
Their cheek bones seemed almost 


B3 if they would start through their 
faces. 
"To-day," said the nurse, "they 


die." And I thought they would be glad 
enough to do sn from their appearance. 
On reaching the end of this ward wo 
turned again to the left into a square 
room, in which were a few women, all 
very ill. 
Iu one corner of the room I 


saw a little cot. 
It was tenanted by 


i quite a young infant—I should think not 
! more than nine or twelve months 
old.

'for over twenty days, and, poor child, 
' boretracetof having sufi'ered very much. 
One of its arms was lying outside the 
coverlet, and looked like a little stick of 
wood. 
To me this little waif, lying 


1 there alone and in such a state, was the 
most painful sight in the whole hospital, 
and I do not m-nd confessing—why- 
should I?—that for a moment I had to 
bite mv lipsprettj hard, undclioke down 
something that would have teen very 
malapropos in a person viewing tha 
cases' in quite a professional capacity. 
In this ward 1 had a chat with one of 
the sisters, a bright, bonny woman, 


, whose very presence must have been o^ 
one would think, as much efficacy as the 
physic. 


After my chat I was conducted np a 


large staircase to see the six new 
oases which had come in arfd been put 
to bed. 
They were all girls, and ali iri- 


, mates of the orphan school here; one or 
two of them seemed to be in pain, con- 
vulsively lifting their arms and drawing 
np their legs. 
Here was another sister, 


who gave me at .some length the treat- 
ment to which patients are subjected 
and the S5flif»iuais by which cholera is 
told. 
As these are pretty well known I 


shall not repeat them here, except

son ill of cholera is kept without any 
food whatever beyond a little tea and
